REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


With the termination of the school year March Ist., 1892, 
the Board of Education into whose trust you have confided 
the supervision of the public schools of Mont Vernon, respect_ 
fully submit the following account of their stewardship. : 

We realize to the fullest extent the magnitude of responsi- 
bility on those who have school work in charge and if we have 
failed to attain to that degree of success which may have been 
expected of us, attribute it to limitation of powers rather than 
to lack of assiduity. It has been our endeavor to discharge 
the duties devolving upon us with fidel‘ty. Your committee in 
every case have endeavored to direct their efforts in securing 
the best possible results with the means at their command. 
In securing teachers we have endeavored to get the best we 
could for the money. It must be apparent to anyone giving 
the subject attention that the time has come when professional 
teachers can and do command a better compensation for their 
labor than we can afford with the present amount of money 
raised by the town. 

At the meeting of the district on the 24th. of March, Frank 
O. Lamson was elected amember of the School Board for 
three years. At a subsequent meeting of the School Board, 
W. H. Kendall was chosen President, Mrs. Clark Campbell, 
Treasurer, Frank O. Lamson, Secretary. 


CENTRE SCHOOL. 


Miss Helen KE. Hood, a graduate of Bridgewater Normal 
School has taught this school through the year. _ Miss Hood 
is no novice in her profession having had several years experi- 
ence; her mode of teaching and governing is that of a thorough 
and accomplished teacher. Had all Noimal School graduates 
such qualifications for their work, the great worth of these in- 
stitutions as an educaticnal force conld not be oyerrated. The

School has beeti stiall, still a vast amount of work has been de: 
complished during the year. The teacher was evidently guid- 
ed by a resolute purpose to do her duty, seeking no other pop- 
ularity than that which solid merit should deserve, having aclear 
idea of what was best for her pupils in instruction and disci- 
pline. At the close of each term a marked improvement was 
noticeable. We shall be justified in saying that Miss Hood 
ranks among the best teachers that have ever been connected 
with this school, none have surpassed her. 


SOUTH SCHOOL. 


Miss Fannie L. Carlton, a resident of the district taught 
this school the entire year. Miss Carlton is a teacher of six 
years experience and the fact that she has taught here two 
years is conclusive proof of the favor with which she is regard- 
ed. She is assiduous, sparing no effort for the advancement 
of those placed under her instruction. The school for the 
past year has been small owing tu the large class that has for 
the last two years finished their course at this school and en- 
tered the Institute. Although few in numbers, the school has 
not lost its former interest and thrift. The precision and sys- 
tem has been commendable and the uniform and lively interest 
of the scholars in their various exercises has rendered the vis- 
its of the committee of great satisfaction. 


KAST SCHOOL. 


This school was taught the first term and part of the sec- 
ond by Miss Lillian Dickerman. After the commencement of 
the second term we weie sorry to receive word from Miss 
Dickerman that she should be obliged to close her labors at 
the expiration of the fifth week. The vacancy was filled by 
Miss M. Susie Kendall, a former teacher of the school, who 
- carried out the school with her usual success. In school work 
Miss Dickerman is a teacher with but little experience but has 
a natural adaptability and tact which will, in time, character- 
ize her as a teacher, but as an instructor and disciplinarian 
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Miss Dickerman gave perfect satisfaction to all conéerned. 
She was entirely devoted to her work and unsparing in labor. 
She maintained good order and regularity. The winter term 
was taught by Walter Kelse of New Boston, who is now a 
student at Dartmouth College. Mr. Kelse is a young teacher, 
but give ample promise of usefulness in this vocation. An 
earnest purpose to succeed was noticeable. It is the judge- 
ment of the board that the school has made good progress. 


WEST SCHOOL. rf 


Miss Dora M. Sargent teacher of the Spring term. This 
was Miss Sargent’s first experience in teaching and her suc- 
cess was such as should encourage her to continue in this call- 
ing, which, by practice, will make her a proficient teacher. 
The order. deportment and progress of the school was very 
good. Fall term, taught by Miss Ethel A. French of Bedford: 
Miss French is a young lady of good education but had no ex- 
perience as a teacher prior to this term’swork. Itis the opin- 
ion of the board that she endeavored to do her duty, and ear- 
nest endeavors are always met with success in a greater or less 
degree. The winter term was taught by Miss Emma Woods 
of Mont Vernon. Miss Woods has had this school in charge 
several terms, at different intervals, during the last four years 
and has in every case met with succes. She has always 
proved herself competent, decided and efficient, displaying 
tact both in teaching and governing. 


McCOLLOM INSTITUTE. 


Although this school is not a public school yet it deserves 
mention as the town is pecuniarily interested therein. A good 
number of students from year to year go from our district 
schools to this Institute; it makes an excellent school for them 
to complete their education or prepare for college. We trust 
the reputation of this school in the years to come will be equal 
to that of the past. This Institute has for the last forty-two 
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years been a pride to our little village. During the last year 
the school building has been greatly improved with paint out- 
side and new floors in the lower halls and recitation rooms. 


REPAIRS. 


At the annual school meeting last March the town voted 
$150. for repairs on the South, West and East school houses. 
In accordance with this appropriation your committee have 
made the following repairs. The South school house has had 
two thorough coats of paint on the outside, and the inside 
varnished. The wood shed has also been put in perfect re- 
pair. ‘The West school house has been repainted and other 
repairs made. At the East school house we have placed cur- 
tains at all of the windows, adding much to the comfort of the 
scholars.
